Mr.  SLOAN.  Ido  not  rife 
ny,  but  to  acknowledge  myfelf, 
thofe  horn -book  politicians  allud 
by  a member  from  Virgiiaia,  and  to  al- 
lure this  committee,  that  I do  not  envy 
or  begrudge  that  member  either  his  fu- 
perior  genius,  talents  or  learning — aud 
further,  to  alk  on  behalf  of  inyfclf,  and 
(rthers  ot  this  clafs,  the  favour  of  being 
permitted  to  deliver  our  fentinients  on 
this,  and  other  important  fubjei^tvn 
fuch  language  as  we  are  capable 
til  our  conftituents  may  have  an 
tunity  of  eledting  other  members  of  fu- 
erior  learning  and  talents,  and  farther 
'vanced  in  political  knowledge.  This 
is  a favour  1 hope  will  not  he  denied,  o.

lubjiigating  them,  and  dividing  their 
property  amongfl  tlie  coalefccd  powers  ? 
If  the  accounts  received  are  true,  they 
have  not. 

But  we  are  told,  that  Britain  is  now 
the  only  barrier  againfl  tyranny,  and  her 
navy  our  tmiy  fecurity,  that  the  battle 
off  Trafalgar  prevented  tlu-  fleets  of 
France  and  Spain  frem  layiu^j  our  fca- 
port  towns  under  comribuiloii,  and  tliat 
the  Britilh  navy  atone,  u nds  beiweeli 
and  their  tyranny.  M-,  Chairman, 
a Bntilh  fubjeeff  w.as  ad  r.iited  on 
this  floor,  to  advocate  his  fovereign's 
Ca-jfe,  I Ihould  from  him,  have  expected 
fuch  language;  but  to  hear  it  Doin  a 
member  of  Congrefs,  has  aflontlhcd  me 
mo.e,  than  any  thing  I ever  heard  wlih 
in  thefe  walls.  I may  add,  that 
lieve  even  a Britilh  fubjeft  of  com 
fenfe  aud  prudence,  would  not  have  com 
mltted  his  charadter,  by  afferting,  that 
the  ccmbiiied fleets  of  Holland,  Fiance, 
and  Spain,  were  fo  reduced,  that  ten 
Britifli  Ihips,  (I  expe^  of  the  line  was 
meant,)  would  be  glJd  to  meet  their 
hole  force.

I cruft  in 
we  ftiall  never  go  to  war  for  :hat.^  re- 
peat it,  our  affairs  are  in  a train  of  ami- 
cable fettlemenc,  and,  I truft,  they  wil, 
befoon  fettled. 

It  is  afferted,  that  France  would  be  as 
tyi-arinical  on  the  Ocean  as  England, 
had  the  the  fame  power — this  is  a point 
that  1 have  neither  ioreknowicdge  or 
(agacity  enough  to  determine,  nor  do  I 
contider  fuch  affertions  either  iiecelfary 
or  proper  on  the  prelcat  occafion.  The 
degraded  point  of  view  in  which  Spain 
has  been  reprefented,  the  tyrannical 
dilpoCtion  of  France,  and  Britain  ic- 
prefented  as  the  only  barrier  agaluft  he^ 
tyranny,  the  (orlorn  hope  of  louropBan'^ 
liberty — 1 have  heard  with  furrow,  ^ 
hcving  fuch  language  highly  improp?^ y 
to  be  ufed  in  alcgillative  capacity,  lty-t» 
any  reprefentative  of  a free  people,' 
whofe  interefl  it  is  to  cultivate  peace  £c 
haimony  with  all  nations  of  the  earth. 

1 ffiall  only  trouble  the  committee 
with  one  more  obiervation  upon  the  lear- 
ned and  eloquent  fpcech  firft  mentioned, 
in  which  I think  it  was  alledged,  that 
parchment  was  the  only  remedy  -applied 
to  aggreliioiis  on  our  territory,  for 
which  a member  from  New  Jeifcy  migh|t 
receive  a vegetable  fpecific.  If  lain

We  arc  favoured  with  the  follovvifig 
account  of  the  death  of  BOWLES,  by  a 
friend  who  received  it  from  a palTcngci-, 
late  from  the  llavannah. 

Tlie  celebrated  partizan  Major 
B0WI.KS,  died  in  tlie  cells  of  Moru 
Gallic,  H.ivannah,  early  in  the  lafl 
month.  He  was  a brcihcr  to  the  fam- 
ous Carrington  Bowles,  of  Print  Shop 
Memory,  on  Ludgate  Hill,  London. 
The  Maj.  had  lived  fo  long  among  the 
Canadian  tribes  of  Indians,  as  lo  be- 
come more  than  half  lavage  himfelf. 
Long  employed  by  the  American  miiiif- 
lers,  and  lluir  American  governors,  lie 
had  perpetrated  a number  of  n.ifchicfs 
and  cruelties,  011  the  peaceful  and  de- 
fencelcl's  frontier  inba'oitaiits  of  the 
United  Slates  ; went  to  England  for  a 
tew  years,  after  the  revolutionary  war  ;

ru Gallic.  Pie  vvas  there  (but  out  from 
light  or  air,  and  fed  upaii  bread  and 
water  niiiy,  until  being  uepriveef'tjj^li 
liupe  of  delivery,  be  rtfui'cd  any  kfci  ol 
t'ullenaiice  whatever,  and  died  in  .^juil 
1306.
